Repeal O f Prohibition 
! 
The nation saw* the fifteenth anniversary of th* 
repeal of prohibition Sunday. 
There wasn’t any cele- 
hration, unless a few* citizens felt like taking an extia 
drink of legal liquor. 
But the liquor industry didn’t 
let the occasion pass without a few comments of its 


cwn. 
A lot of figures can be cited to support the in­ 
dustry's contention that the country is better off 
v ’^der repeal than it was under prohibition. 
There 
has been a decline in crime, the number of deaths from 
flcoholism are few’er than they were during pro­ 
hibition days, and the American people actually appear 
to be drinking less than they did when they violated 
the law to enjoy a snort or tw*o. 
Financially, the Federal Government has been the 
rriner. 
More than $20.000.000,000 in taxes have been 
nmd on alcoholic beverages since 1934, whereas the 
p-fr-rcement of prohibition cost an estimated $363,- 
rOD.OOO from 1920 to 1933. 
State governments, too, 
h?-ve been richer by $6.852.000.000 since repeal. 


B it over and above the.se facts and figures, theie 
another and more important reason for celebrating 
r-peal. 
Under prohibition simple disregard for the 
lew became, for the first time, a common attitude 
cf the American people. 
Prohibition was an attempt 
to leeidate morals on the population and it did not 
and could not work 
Repeal rectified the error, but 
the damage caused by 13 years of the Volstead A tt 
has left scars that have not yet healed.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Emperor Hirohito Wants Japanese-American Alliance; N e g r o Congressman 


Dawson Will Have Hard Time Heading Powerful Expenditures Committee

Doc. 6—Only a 
few years ago the Imperial Court 
doctor, feeling the pulse of the Em­ 
peror of Japan, placed silken gauze 
over ins wrist. No mortal was allow­ 
ed to touch the skin of his Imperial 
Majesty. 


And the Court tailor, measur­ 
ing the Emperor for a suit of 
clothes, 
stood 
halfway 
across 
the room and appraised 
him 
with his eye. Ile was not per­ 
mitted to approach closer. 


But a few days ago in Tokyo, a 
modern miracle took place when 
a 
Cleveland-Washington 
lawyer, 
Joseph B Keenan, sent to Japan 
to prosecute Japan's highest war 
leaders, lunched with the Emperor 
of Japan. 
Not only is tho list of foreigners 
who have ever broke bread with 
the Emi>eror confined to two or 
three persons in all history, but it 
was significant that the Emperor 
should meet with the man who was 
much harsher in war crimes prose­ 
cution than the war courts of Nur- 
cmburg. 
The Emperor made no mention 
of the war trials except to tell 
Keenan lie hoped he would come 
to Japan again when he had ‘ no 
disagreeable duties.” 
Tile main conversation—It lasted 
two-and-a-half hours — was about 
Japanese-American friendship and 
the Emperor’s hope for an alliance 
between the two countries. 
I rn pre*, v and Margaret Truman 
The Empress was interested in 
Margaret Truman and her singing. 
The Emperor wanted to know all 
about President Truman, his hob­ 
bies. his policies, and his miracle 
election. He was also eager to learn 
about the l T. S. Senate, and wanted 
Japan's Diet to be like it. 


Hr told how prior lo the war. 
lie was worried over the rist* 
of military men to power. I our 
civilian premiers were murdered 
Ivy the military, hr reminded 
Keenan. 
From 
19.1G 
on, 
the 
Army demanded that only an 
active Army officer could serve 
a s war minister, which, said the 
Emperor, was the beginning of 
Pearl Harbor. 


The Emperor did not speak Eng­ 
lish. but understood it. He was well­ 
dressed in European clothes, did 
not bow according to Japanese cus­ 
tom. but crossed the room and 
shook hands xx it Ii Keenan. About 
40 butlers 
served 
the 
luncheon 
guests of seven Japanese and one 
American. The luncheon wa> held 
iii the Imperial Housekeeper’s home, 
for the Emperor's palace, contrary 
to general belief, was badly bombed 
and has not been repaired. 
Note—When Hirohito was about 
20. ait English-speaking Japanese 
Quaker. Renzo Sawada. was ap­ 
p alled as his companion. They 
traveled together through Europe, 
became good friends, and *ome of 
tin* Emperor's democratic ideas may 
result from this early association. 
Negro ( ((airman 
Bv ail odd twist of fate, the com­ 
mittee which the Republican Con­ 
gress built up for the purpose <*f 
meal-axing the Truman Adminis­ 
tration. will now be chairmaned bv a 
Negro Congressman William Daw­ 
son of Chicago.

Most of the time lie 
has spent in his own office or 
in Chicago.

While the step was taken 
bv tile Canadian government, ii was 
not the wish ol that government. 
It was done at the request of til** 
government of the United State', a 
request, one infers from the official 
documents, accompanied by pres­ 
sure. Our Department of Agricul­ 
ture. in announcing the Canadian 
action, said that it assisted our 
government materially 
by recog­ 
nizing the “adverse effect which 
unrestricted imports of Canadian 
potatoes would have on the United 
States potato program.” 


A prt*Ns release given out at

"Lobby" Law, Passed By 79th 


Congress Considered Vicious

• Reproduction Rights Reserved* 
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came across a very good line by 
Eugene Kogon, a German au­ 
thor who had spent many years 
in Buchenwald for have been 
wrong in the selection of his par­ 
ents. Kogon wrote: 
■ No statesman, no economist, no 
general, no teacher, no writer, no­ 
body with common sense at all still 
would live in freedom, if erroneous 
ideas were to be punished with life 
imprisonment, or death. We would 
all have to jail and kill each other. 


One 
of 
the 
most 
curious 
phenomena ot our age is the 
tendency to deify man and to 
humanize God. It is in a mea­ 
sure responsible for the nihil­ 
ism of our youth: they know 
that man is not God and when 
God is made to look like the 
blokes they see about them— 
thev believe in nothing. Never­ 
theless. some very wrong ideas 
d«i persist. One of them is Hit­ 
lers “leadership” idea — the 
concept that those who emerge 
to power in the state are super­ 
ior people. 


Journalists, 
like 
myself, 
know 
those who rise to power well, as we 
see them go up the ladder. We see 
them when they fawn on every i>er- 
son w ho has a vote or a few inches 
of white palier on which to print 
their names. We see them when 
they begin to mimeograph their 
speeches, usually written by others. 
We see them when they are able to 
buy a batter suit of clothes and 
when their wives begin to pm gar­ 
denias and then orchids on them­ 
selves. We See them when they 
catch the first rung up the ladder— 
and when a secretary answers the 
telephone. And then it is a sad 
story up to the place where a male 
secretary makes appointments with 
difficulty. At that point, the little 
feller thinks he is a man-God. 
Winston Churchill’.' classic remark 
concerning 
Sir 
Stafford 
Cripps: 
“There but for the grace of God, 
goe.> God,” fits perfectly. 


There comes a time when the 
public somehow 
begins to be­ 
lieve the big shots conception 
of himself. His ideas take on an 
importance 
which 
is not 
iii - 
lierent in them. Iii' stupidities 
become the mark of genius. His 
brutalities are justified bv his 
high purpose. He delivers cliches 
and the multitude cheers itself 
h o a r s e . 


Artiiur Straeter. who is on tire 
advisory council of the British Zone 
of Germany, writing of the Nazi 
party, asks: 
“Do you know today, at least in 
America, that hundreds of thou­ 
sand.' of men and women entered 
the party out of fear of the party 
and only for the sake of being left 
in peace?” 
Curiously, we went through i>ome- 
thnig like that after the last clec- 


isiration in a way it will be reluct­ 
ant to face.

It is what the Communists call 
“the party line.” All of a sudden, 
everybody seems to say the same 
thing. By this constant repetition 
of an identical attitude and state­ 
ment. by what seems to be the pre- 
ponderence of evidence, a wholly 
iaL'e idea can come to be accepted. 


For 
instance, 
as 
soon 
as 
Madame ( h u n g Kai-shek an­ 
nounced that she was coming to 
this country, 
an 
unbelievable 
ugly smear campaign started. 
The purpose was. of course to 
increase the difficulties of her 
mission. But the problem that 
fared the United States at that 
moment was not the visit of 
Madame Chian® hut the con­ 
quest o f China by Soviet Russia. 


It was on that question that a 
decision had to and still has to be 
made. History does not wait until 
the lazy-minded reach decisions. 
But the line was: smear the lady 
and give us time. Stalin made tile 
line increasingly ridiculous by his 
victories. A wrong idea usually ex­ 
poses itself.
